Country- Narcotics Profile Paper: Pakistan 

I. Historical, Political and Demographic Overview 

The Islamic Hepubiic of Pakistan extends 1,00U miles northwest frac 
the Arabian Sea. It is bounded en the west: by it an and Afghanistan, on the 
■ north by China, and on the east by India. 

Created as a separate Moslem nation by the 1947 partition of British 
India, Pakistan orginally consisted of its present territory and, what is now, 
Bangladesh. The latter, formally East Pakistan, broke away in 197i. Today 
Pakistan consists of four provinces - Sind, Punjab, the Northwest Frontier 
Province (NWFP), and Baluchistan - in addition to the several centrally 
administered tribal areas* in the NWFP and the federal capital of Islamabad. 
Its population of approximately 90 million people is concentrated in the 
following areas: the seaport city of Karachi; along the Indus Valley; and in 
the arc extending from Lahore in the east to Peshawar in the West. 

Relations with India have been complicated by three wars. There have 
been attests of late on both sides to improve bilateral relations; Pakistan 
has tabled a "No-war Pact", Incia, in turn, has proposed a ^Friendship 
Treaty". However, frmp suspicions still around both in Is.'ajrafaad and in Now 
Delhi. A chronic issue beciujoing r^iati< -s will continue to be Pakistan's 
claim to India-held Kashmir, an a/ea whicn the C.v" believes to be an integral 
part of its t.etritory. 

Pakistan has had only ninurial success in establishing denocratic 
institutions. Tne present govej.ru:«nt, tn^ irectial lav administration of 
General FiOhajnsrad Zia-ul-Haq, l-ay bee-i in control of the couniry since July 
19?7. it is only one of sevc:al inilitc-ry r.ti%ir:<(:s which hove checkered 
Pakistan's 37-year .history. Tne present cover: arrant, however, has promised 
that elections will bo .held in ;-v.rch 1V85 r*. replace t.he current scheme of 
military rule.

II. Drug Overview 

Opium has Deen a traditional crop in the Northwost Frontier. Province 
(NWFP) since the time of Alexander the Great. ' Alter partition the Cental 
Government limited poppy cultivation to government licensees who were allowed 
to cultivate poppies in order to supply opium to meet the country's legituate* 
pharmaceutical needs. Ir. addition, registered addicts were able to purchase 
opium at government- licensed vends. 

It has only been in the last two to three years that Pakistan has 
become one of the world's principal manufacturers/exporters of heroin. This 
phenomenon of heroin production is a function of a number-' of factors: (A; th«- 
elimination of Turkey as an illicit opium producer; (B) a reduction in Mexican 
output; (C) inconsistent crops in the Golden Triangle (i.e., Burne, Thailand, 
and Laos); (D) the dislocations steitrring frcm both the political upheaval in 
Iran and the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan; (E) the gruwth of the Eurcpean 
and American markets; and (f) the bumper 1978-1979 Pakistani opium crop of SC'J 
metric tons. 

As a result- of this situation, the Government promulgated in February 
1979 the Prohibition (.^'n for resent of Hade} Order, an enact^nt rooted in 
Is.!amic lav.-., which has sciv^c" r.o eftecr a total ban on opium production

In examining the relationship bctwet-Ti opium ana heroin, it in ir.'pottant to 

k-.-ep in mind thai approximately ten ivuti: o. opium represent one j.«art u£ 

heroin (i.e., ten mc-iric tons <;£ opiuw - un? nv?tric ton of n-. roin). 



As can too noted fieu; the foregoing, opium production in recent years 
has fallen drainaticniiy as a result of a agination of various factors: (A) 
enforcement activities in the Uuner sub-division and the Malakaiwj Agency, 
major poppy growing areas in Pakistan; (B) .pcor_wintet rains; (c) the presence 
of existing stockpiles of opium of local origin; and (D) opium snuggled from 
Afghanistan.' I'hese last two factors have served to depress the price of the 
drug all along the production network. This, in turn, has increased the 
attractiveness of alternative crops introduced pursuant to USG and* UN-f unded 
economic development projects. 

In examining iliicic opium cultivation patcerns, we note that opia'n 
poppies are sown between October and Decer.bec and harvested during the six 
wee): period beginning in the latter part of March. Cultivation of late- has, 
for the nost part, taken place in the following areas ir. the NWFP: the Dir 
District of th« Malakand Div is ior. (principal source); the Gadoon and Arrazai 
Areas- the B-ujaur Agency; the Mchnond Agency; the Kalakajid Agency; the Khybct: 
Agenc% ; Kohistan; and other tribal areas. Total acreage devoted to opiiw: 
cultivation durii>g the: 3?c.3-19b^ growing teaser, was est lira tec to be 6,7s7 by 
the Pakistan ftaccocics Control Board (PivCB).

Frier to 1960, Pakistan, despite iti, role as a major producer of raw 
opiunt, did not have a serious domestic drug <.-buse problem. The estimated 
50 ,000-300, L00 cpiuic addicts were not dea.^d a threat to the fecial fabric. 
Their addiction, in the nain, was not that, debilitating to the point that the> 
were not able to function in society. In 138U, however, with the appearance 
of illicit refining facilities, cases of heroin sacking were observed in the 
WFP, Baluchistan, and the Sind (Karachi). Since that time, the incidence of 
heroin addiction has increased by exponential proportions. Conservative 
estimates place the indigenous addict population at 150,000. In light of the 
abundant supply today of low-priced heroin, we have every reason to believe 
that this nu:nber will increase ever titne despite the cover raunt of Pakistani- 
efforts to both publicize the danger of narcotics addiction as well as to 
establish treatment and rehabilitation centers. 



IV. GO? Instltutioisai Response - • 

The Pakistan Narcotics Control Board (PNCW), a seir.i -autonomous agency 
within the Ministry of Interior, is the prime governmental body concerned with 
narcotics control efforts in Pakistan. The (?X> established the pncs in March 
1973 in fulfil Indent of its obligations under the U.N. Single Convention on 
Narcotic Drugs. The Charter creatin*;. : the Hoard gave it a wide range of duties 
of an ento'cencnt. advi:;or/, supervisory i ^^ coordinating nature. The Pi»t*D, 
licad-id by cs-ai ravin rv,iraj Kusain. has regional offices in e«sch provincial 
capital to which field investigative units are attached.

Ibe GCX-' arnended in Decen*>er j.*T<t33 both Ute Prohibition (Enforcement, of 
Hadd} Order and the Dangerous Drugs Act :-o that possession of. more than ten 
gcu-TK of eitnor heroin cr cpiurr. srbjoctr an accused to a minimum prison term 
of not less that two years- and a rcixbroir. term of life i imprisonment. As of 
this date, it is very difficult to measure the effectiveness of these decrees 
in view of the fact that many courts (civil and military) are awarding 
sentences under the rr.ininon two year sentence .

DLA Pakistan is directed by a Country a.%d Assistant Country Attache. 
There are Resident Agents in-Cnarge in Lahore, Peshawar, and Karachi. In 
Lahore and in Karachi, the Agents m-Charye ace each assisted by three Special 
Agents. Plans are underway to place four additional agents in country in 
FY' 85 to serve as on-the-job trainers foe not only the Ji^TF Units in Lahore, 
Karachi, and Pesheiwar but also foe the FNCB and Customs Training Schools in 
Islatahad and Karachi, respectively. DEA is in Pakistan to pursue the 
following objectives: (A) to assist the FNCB, the JNT? Units, and the dug 
Enforcement Cells to pursue their law enforcement activities; (U) to transmit 
narcotics intelligence information to Washington as well as to CO? law 
enforcement agencies; and (c) to provide tecJinical assistance to both the 
PNCB's an:: the easterns' training facilities.

VII. Future Prospects 

While the CX)P has expressed in various fora and on various occasions 
its agreement with cur stated objectives vis-a-vis narcotics control, positive 
results are by no means guaranteed in either the short or long terms. Success 
will be facilitated only if various conditions precedent are met: (A) 
iinprovement of the enforcement capabilities of coverninentai agencies through 
better training and intelligence gathering, increased staffing, additional 
vehicular and conwuni cat ions equipment, added operational funds (including 
reward and enforcement payments), and generally higher wages to law 
enforcement officials; (B) completion of development projects in the 
poppy-growing areas; (CJ the effective extension of Central Governmental 
authority to the "tribal areas" of the wvpp; and (D) cooperation on a regional 
level especially with India, Iran, ar.d Afghanistan. 

Achievement of conditions A and 3 will clearly require both bilateral 
assistance frcm the USG as well as aid frcn other concerned nations. 
Fulfill/rent of condition precedent C will require a decision from the highest 
levels of government in Islarra-Dad. Final }y f a generally lessening of tensions 
between India and Pakistan a:- well as a settienyent of the current Afghan 
problem, will serve to prorate greater regional cooperation in the narcotics 
realm. 

In sui;-., while we have observed the coalescing of the eienssnes needed 
for an effective narcotics control effort, we -rust, unfortunately, note that 
the pace of this process has not b^ers consistent with the elimination, in the 
near future, of Pakistan as a poppy cultivating and heroin producing and 
trafficking nan ion.

These funds have been used to provide the Joint Narcotics Task 
Force Units and the Customs 1 Drug En Cor cement Cells with 
vehicles and cotnwunications equipment. Furthermore/ we have 
also supported the PNCB's narcotics training center, the 
communications maintenance and repair facility, intelligence 
network, and the narcotics analysis laboratory at the national 
Institute of Health.
